EIGHT  YEARS  AND  A  QUESTION 

The  difference,  if  any,  between  an  idea  and  the  object  it  refers  to  has  occupied 
philosophers  and  lesser  men  ever  since  Thales  noticed  that  All  is  Water.  We  mention 
this  because  the  same  question  is  often  implicated  in  public  debates  and  private 
ruminations  about  KPFA,  its  theory  and  practice.  Particularly  on  or  about  birthday 
time,  as  at  present,  the  long  philosophical  tradition  of  asking  unanswerable  questions 
receives  a  further,  tiny  impetus  from  the  local  idealists  and  practitioners  who  are 
doomed  to  wonder,  forever,  whether  the  ideas  constituting  KPFA  have  any  true  corre- 
pondence  with  the  thing  itself. 

The  central  knot  of  this  kind  of  problem,  however,  has  never  been  portrayed  very 
well  in  its  theoretical  forms,  unless  perhaps  by  Kant.  No  one,  not  even  philosophers 
and  much  less  the  workaday  man,  has  ever  really  doubted  that  an  idea  as  such  is 
something  apart  from  its  referent.  Ideas  (thoughts)  have  been  symbolically  located 
in  the  liver,  or  the  heart,  or—as  in  our  own  time— in  the  head;  while  their  objects  are 
understood  in  common  sense  to  be  "out  there".  But  the  real  problem  has  been-and 
eveni  though  it  is  now  somewhat  old-fashioned,  it  remains— whether  an  idea  in  its 
inwardness  can  be  conceived  as  giving  any  accurate  representation  of  the  thing  it 
concerns,  assuming  this  is  not  in  itself  another  idea  but  some  outward  concreteness. 
And  the  only  reason  this  problem  has  its  peculiar  urgency  in  reflective  minds  is  that 
it  ultimately  bears  upon  the   sources  and  grounds  of  action  which  are  possible  to  an 

ordered  life. 

In  the  plain  fact  also  known  to  everyone,  even  philosophers,  no  idea  of  an  object 
can  wholly  comprehend  the  object:  the  best  ideas  are,  as  it  were,  the  nearest  ap- 
proximations. But  problems  of  action  jnvolve  the  reverse  approximation:  to  make  the 
thing,  the  consequence  of  action,  approximate  as  nearly  as  possible  the  idea  that 
causes  it. 

At  about  this  point  our  local  contributions  to  the  tradition  taper  off,  we  leave 
epistemology  for  the  birds,  and  begin  to  examine  what  it  is  possible  to  know  about 
the  real  KPFA  as  distinguished  from  our  ideas  of  it. 

One  gross  datum  on  the  subject  is  set  forth  on  the  cover  of  this  issue  of  Folio. 
At  the  station's  eighth  birthday  (April  15)  some  5,300  persons  are  participating  in  the 
systematic  subscription  plan  which  was  one  of  the  basic  implementing  ideas  at  the 
project's  origin.  This  is  not  yet  a  subscription  roster  which  supports  the  station's 
operation.  In  that  crucial  aspect  of  the  idea,  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  near  an  ap- 
proximation can  be  reached  in  the  action.  But  it  is  undeniably  true  that  the  roster 
now  grows  at  an  unprecedented  rate,  that  KPFA  has  never  before  had  so  many  able 
volunteer  associates  assisting  this  growth,  and  that  certain  external  factors  in  the 
FM  industry  now  give  promise  of  a  favorable  climate  for  further  audience  development. 
We  are  thus  entitled  to  a  strong  hope,  if  not  philosophical  certitude,  that  some  close 
approximation  of  fact  to  idea  is  possible  in  this  part  of  the  struggle.  But  after  all, 
though  it  arbitrates  life  or  death  for  the  project  this  was  only  an  implementing  plan. 

What  about  the  purely  qualitative  ideas,   the  Big  Essences?   What  about: 

1.  The  idea  of  devoting  a  radio  station  to  the  most  vital  artistic  and  intel- 
lectual content  of  our  culture,  and  to  helping  shape  the  culture  around  these 
contents?

2.  The  idea  that  this  use  of  the  medium,  combined  with  an  unvarying  as- 
sumption that  the  listener  is  an  intelligent  person  who  can  choose  for  him- 
self, would  give  radio  a  new  relevance  to  communication  (singular)  as 
distinguished  from  communications  (plural)? 

3.  The  idea  of  establishing  a  genuinely  (sic)  free  (sic)  forum  for  the  explor- 
ation of  contrary  political  and  ethical  views,  in  the  belief  that  resolution  of 
the  worst  social  problems  of  the  time  is  possible  only  through  practice  of 
such  freedom,  no  matter  what  the  cost? 

How  closely  has  the  fact  of  KPFA  over  its  eight  years  of  broadcasting  approached 
these  concepts?  The  question  has  importance  beyond  any  disappointment  or  gratifi- 
cation to  those  immediately  concerned.  For  whatever  the  answer  or  variety  of  answers, 
it  is  a  fact  that,  with  occasional  lapses  and  large  penances,  the  KPFA  project  has 
been  a  continuous  effort  for  eight  years  to  achieve  some  approximation  of  these 
ideas  in  action.  The  persons  involved  directly  in  taking  this  action,  while  not  the 
measure  of  mankind,  have  comprised  a  fairly  deep  cross-section  of  the  intellectual 
life  of  the  age;  and  they  have  worked  like  the  devil.  Whether  their  collective  action 
has  established  any  reality  roughly  corresponding  to  the  idealism  from  which  it  pro- 
ceeded is  thus  more  than  a  question  of  idle  theory.  To  some  extent  it  indexes  the 
larger  question  whether  action  that  can  give  useful  and  viable  form  to  ideal  concepts 
is  possible  at  all.  That  this  question  has  become  precisely  a  question,  and  subjected 
to  an  increasingly  grave  cynicism  for  the  past  forty  years,  can  hardly  be  doubted  by 
any  newspaper  reader  or  former  draftee. 

We  contemplate  no  statistical  surveys  to  measure  the  audience's  "image"  of 
KPFA,  for  comparison  with  its  ideals.  We  doubt  the  accessibility  of  any  manipulable 
data  on  the  subject.  But  there  is  a  peculiar  advantage  in  the  broadcasting  situation 
which  is  denied  the  philosopher  who  questions  whether  his  idea  of  the  tree  has 
verisimilitude  to  the  tree  itself.  Unfortunately,  in  that  case,  the  tree  can  give  no  in- 
formation—at any  rate  not  in  a  language  recognized  by  philosophers.  But  here  in 
radio  the  so-called  "objective  referent"  is  a  person,  not  a  tree.  Lest  the  comparison 
be  obscure,  we  might  sum  up  the  whole  broadcasting  activity  of  KPFA  in  this  way: 
it  consists  in  the  persons  broadcasting  having  a  qualitative  experience  here,  seeking 
to  communicate  it,  and  intending  that  some  relevant  qualitative  experience  will  be 
had  in  the  person  there.  The  experience  afforded  the  listener  is  the  "object"  which 
constitutes  the  fact  of  KPFA  separate  from  the  ideas  of  its  participants  and  makers. 
And  since  a  listener  can,  if  so  inclined,  communicate  some  part  of  his  own  experience 
back  to  the  source  of  action  and  idea,  a  unique  opportunity  arises  to  determine  whether 
a  functioning  public  institution  with  KPFA's  ideals  is  indeed  possible.  The  deter- 
mination will  be  approximate  and  never  complete;  but  that  limitation  is  also  recognized 
in  physics,  where  the  bomb  is  recognized  to  explode  nevertheless. 

KPFA's  birthday  utterances  have  often  dealt  with  this  subject.  It  has  become  a 
kind  of  tradition  because  it  refers  to  one  of  the  true  quiddities  of  the  project.  Next 
to  making  the  whole  thing  practicable  with  subscriptions,  the  most  important  aid 
listeners  can  give  KPFA  is  to  recommunicate  the  experience  it  actually  presents 
or  stimulates,  to  compare  its  ideas  with  the  realities  produced  in  loudspeaker,  ear 
and  mind,   and  send  the  enlightening  verdict.    That's  the  fact. 

VORTEX  -  AN  ADVENTURE  IN  SOUND 

The  Morrison  Planetarium  in  San  Francisco  and  KPFA  are  working  together  on  a 
most  unique  experiment  in  sound  in  motion.  The  twelve-channel  speaker  system  at 
the  Planetarium  is  being  wired,  and  a  special  console  built  for  a  demonstration  called 
"Vortex"  to  be  co-sponsored  by  KPFA  and  the  Planetarium.  The  work  of  Bay  Area 
composers,  poets,  engineers  and  tape-ologists  will  be  presented  on  magnetic  tape, 
with  experiments  in  moving  sound  from  speaker  to  speaker  in  the  circular  auditorium.

VORTEX  -  AN  ADVENTURE  IN  SOUND

It  was  approximately  ten  years  ago  that  American  composer  John  Cage  presented 
an  audience  in  an  Eastern  city  with  a  performance  by  twelve  "musicians"  whose 
exclusive  task  was  the  control  of  twelve  radios  (stations  and  volume)  under  Cage's 
direction.  Subsequently  Cage  became  interested  in  the  development  of  magnetic  tape 
recording,  its  first  offspring,  "musique  concrete",  and  the  relationship  of  such 
sounds  or  music  to  the  choreography  of  dancer  Merce  Cunningham. 

In  more  recent  years,  the  French  and  German  Broadcasting  Systems,  and  Columbia 
University  have  encouraged  experimentation  in  tape  music  through  the  subsidy  of 
electronic  tape  laboratories,  and  engineers  and  musicians.  There  are  now  a  few  LP 
recordings  and  pre-recorded  commercial  tapes  which  offer  examples  of  French  and 
American  efforts  at  "musique  concrete".  Most  of  the  available  work  presents  a  con- 
siderable departure  in  sound  from  the  written  and  improvised  music  of  any  culture. 
However,  it  is  a  far  less  dramatic  departure  for  the  listener  than  Cage's  early  ex- 
periment for  the  dozen  radios.  The  basic  difference  concerns  the  aspect  of  space. 
"Musique  concrete",  usually,  is  one  tapestry  of  sound  from  one  sound  source.  The 
experiment  KPFA  and  the  Planetarium  are  planning  concerns  the  spatial  relationship 
of  the  listener  to  the  sound— music  or  words— that  happen  around  him.  It  is  an  approach 
to  a  completely  new  aural  experience  of  sound  moving  in  space.  KPFA's  listeners 
will  be  informed  in  the  near  future  when  "Vortex"  will  be  scheduled  at  the  Plane- 
tarium.
